“The country is only 
beginning to awaken to the necessity 
of modern medicine. When I made 
my trip of investigatién I found 
racarcely more than twenty-five well- 
trained native physicians.

Against Alleged Monopoly by Bundle of vote

of letters which passed between 
John A. Gorsuch, secretary of the 
Southwestern Lumber Men's Associa- 
tion, and Carl A. Drake, formerly sec- 
retary of the Texas Lumber Men's As- 
sociation, and which were confiscated 
from Drake's office when he recently 
fled from Austin, Tex., put vigor into 
the State's ouster suit against the 
alleged lumber monopoly when they 
were introduced in evidence by the 
prosecution here today.

“That fourteen lumber men's as- 
sociations, embracing practically the 
whole of the forest area of the United 
States, maintained an information 
bureau which kept its members ad- 
vised as to what manufacturers sold 
direct to the consumer. That manu- 
facturers who sold to retailers that 
failed to keep their association ob- 
ligations were blacklisted. 

“That the members of various or- 
ganizations had agreements not to 
invade one another's territory. 
“That Mr. Gorsuch was-fearful lest

EL PASO (Tex.) June 15— The 
International Boundary Commission, 
consisting of Gen. Anson. Mills, 
American Commissioner: Senor Puga, 
Mexican Commissioner, and Hon. 
Eugene La Fieur of Montreal, Can- 
ada, presiding commissioner, handed 
down its decision today in the Cham- 
izal arbitration. . 

The question submitted to the com- 
mission was as to the international 
title of the Chamiza! tract, a body 
of accretion land lying between the 
Present channel of the Rio Grande 
and the obliterated and abandoned 
channe! of the river as surveyed by 
the Boundary Commission in 1862. 
/ The tract is and always has been 
|physically and geographically a part 
|ot the city of El Paso. About 6000 
of the 40,000 inhabitants of El Paso 
live upon the tract. 

ATTEMPTED DIVISION. 

The net result of the opinions of 
the three commissioners, who agree 
only at certain points of contact, is 
an attempted division of the tract 
| between the United States and 
Mexico,- the suggested dividing ly- 
ing in the channel of the river as it 
a 1364, a line which the com- 
mission does not attempt to relocate 
ase which is impossible for reloca- 
tion. 

The decision marks a notable de- 
parture. It is the first attempt so 
far as is known in the history of 
jurisprudence to divide accretion 
land upon the theory that slow ero- 
sion would change the boundary 
line and that rapid erosion would not. 

A vigorous dissenting opinion was 
filed by the American commissioner 
In which he takes the ground that 
the commission exceeded its juris- 
diction in attempting to divide the 
tract. 

In concluding his opinion, he says 
that the award “br’eathed the spirit 
of unconscious but nevertheless un- 
authorized compromise rather than 
a judicial determination.” 

The Mexjcan commissioner also 


‘filed a vigoPfous dissenting opinion.

“This question of the construction 
of the most favored nation clause has 
been carefully considered and decided 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in at least two cases, and quo- 
tations from the decisions in these 
cases are contained in the inclosed 
memorandum. .These decisions sup- 
port fully the contentions of the De- 
partment of State made hitherto on 
numerous occasions. The decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of 
Bartram vs. Robertson relates to the 
most favored nation clause with the 
equivalence feature contained In our 
treaty of 1826 with Denmark. While 
the case of Whitney vs. Robertson re- 
lates to the most favored nation 
clause without equivalence feature 
contained in our treaty of 1867 with 
the Dominican Republic, which was 
subsequently terminated, the recent 
decision by the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals relates to the unmodified most 
favored nation clause in our treaty of 
1815, with Great Britain. The posi- 
tion of the government of the United 
States in this matter would therefore 
seem to be established definitely and 
unequivocally.” 

The complaint is made that the po- 
sition of our government, however 
“definite and “unequivocal” it may be 
as stated by Mr. Knox, is not at all| 
clear, inasmuch as we have never:

There were 
more than 100 horses in the stables 
when the fire was discovered. 

It started in a room at the side of 
the main building, where Henry Chav- 
ers, of Avila Station, a negro team- 
ster, was sleeping. Chavers was 
awakened when flames licked his left 
hand. He found himself literally sur- 
rounded by fire. Only his thorough 
knowledge of the building which en- 
abled him to make a rapid exit, saved 
him from being fatally burned before 
he could give the alarm. . 

Edward H. Sanderson, the barn 
foreman, who sleeps on the premises, 
had not yet retired for the night. At 
the first cry of fire uttered by Chav- 
ers, Sanderson hastened to save as 
many horses as possible. 

The fire was spreading fast, and 
there was no time to lose. But the 
panic-stricken animals, all of them 
fine specimens, plunged and reared, 
kicking at the men who sought to 
lead them to e¢tfety, their hoofs 
threatening death at every turn. 

Sanderson, although 65 years ojd, 
stuck toe his perilous task unti] a 
great tongue of fire swept over him. 
He had saved all but twa of the ani- 
mals under his charge, and staggered 
out into the open air, seriously burned. 

Both of the injured men were taken 
to the Receiving Hospital. Chayers 
had only sustained a first degree hugn 
of the left hand and forearm, but 
Sanderson was found to be in a critical 
condition. He was burted about the 
head, face, neck, arms and as 
well as all over the back.

MEXICAN LUMBER IN DEMAND. | 
-Local Company Ships First Cargo 


An industry which has been stead- 
ily growing at this port is the im- 
portation of lumber from Mexico for 
interior finishing. Heretofore this 
lumber has been shipped by the 
Hawaiian and Jepson steamship lines 
by the Mexican Hardwood Lumber 
Company, but the demand has be- 
come so great that the company 
chartered the steamer Winslow, 
which is now discharging at San Pe- 
dro 750,000 board feet from Coapa, 
Chiapas, the first complete cargo. 

H. J. Dike, secretary of the com- 
pany, exhibited to a few friends yes- 
terday samples of the various woods 
from the Coapa forest, previous to 
Shipping them to “rand Rapids. The 
beautiful finish excited the admira- 
tion of the experts. The Juanacosta 
particularly is one of the handsomest 
veneers they ever saw. In the grain 
it resembles walnut, but is more 
beautiful. The wood is light and po- 
rous and absorbs plenty of filler, so 
that it becOmes.very hard. Other 
samples shown were from Spanish 
cedar, Lechemaria, Paloblanco, Gua- 
jesope, Roble, Sacacerro, Chicoza- 
pote, Marimbo, Naranijillo and Cam- 
panillo, all more or less in use on 
this coast. 

The cargo on the Winslow is con- 
signed to local lumber concerns, and 
Dike stated yesterday that the com- 
pany could have disposed of another 
cargo as the beautiful finish of the 
wood has taken the fancy of bulld- 
ers trom sadmples seen at the Alex- 
and the Union e, the new 
building of the Pacific Athletic Club 
and other buildings. 

For the reason that the wood can 
be landed on this coast 20 per cent. 
cheaper than hardwood can be 
shipped from the South and East, 
there is talk of establishing a fur- 
niture factory in this city. Those who 
have looked into the proposttion say 
that such an industry would pay 
largely and that eventually it will 
come. 

There is an almost inexhaustible 
supply from the company’s forests 
on lie accessible to the Pan- 

merican Rallroad. The . ping

Long, technical arguments c¢on- 
cerning the admissibility of certain 
testimony, which the defense is seek- 
ing to have put into the record, 
marked the continuation yesterday of 
the case of Attorney Fred H. Thomp- 
son, charged with accepting money 
Stolen from the mail.

FRAUD VERDICT SUSTAINED. 


TNligher Court on Appeal Confirms 
Judgment of Lower Tribunal In 
Case Involving Stock Transactions. 
A decision of the United States Dis- 
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trict Court of Appeal handed down 
yesterday sustained Judge Wilbur in} 
finding for the plaintiff in the action 
of W. T. Smith against W. C. Bider- 
ton, president of the Los Angeles- 
Coalinga Oil Syndicate, for recovery 
of $1000, alleged to have been ob- 
tained fraudulently. 

As developed in the Superior Court, 
the twe men entered into an agree- 
ment to buy jointly 1000 shares of 
stock in the company.

The run was made by way of New 
Haven, Hartford, Springfleld and 
Worcester. The distance covered was 
242 miles, making an average of 12.1 
miles an hour. Fifty-one and five- 
tenths gallons Of gasoline and aix 
pints of lubricating of! were used on 
the trip, making the trucks record 
4.7 miles to the galion of gasoline, 
and forty miles to the pint of oll. 

From New York, at 2 o'clock in the 
morning, the start was made, and at 
$:30 a.m. the truck, carrying twenty 
barrels of lybricating oil, was in New 
Haven. A stop of an hour was madé 
there and the truck then was sent qn 
to Hartford, where between four and 
five hours were spent in demonstrat- 
ing before the road thip was re- 
sumed. Springfeld was reached at 
7:30 o'clock tn the evening. The 
start was made for Worcester at 5:30 
the next morning.
